REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Instant independent claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record by claiming a 
radar apparatus that includes inter alia the combination of, 

a low frequency cut off filter connected to an output of a first downconverting 
section, 

a second selector switch section for connecting an output of a low-frequency cut- 
off filter to a sequentially selected one of a plurality of A/D converters, wherein the first 
and second selector switch sections both operate with the same switching period (first 
period), and 

an on-off control section which performs on-off control with a second period 
shorter than the first period when the output terminal of each of the plurality of antennas 
is connected to the input terminal.
